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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention pertains a circuit and a method thereof for identifying a defect 
location in a set of latches. The prior arts of record, however, does not teach the circuit having 
the combination features of parallel shifts the contents of a first set of latches into the second set 
of latches via a parallel shifting means, and comparing the output of the second set of latches 
with a predetermined bit sequence to identify a location of a defect in a defective set of latches, 
the defective set of latches being either the first or second set of latches and further identifying 
whether a wiring of the defective set of latches is on a first wiring level or a second wiring level, 
wherein the first set of latches being wired on a first wiring level and the second set of latches 
being wired on a second wiring level and each latch in the second set of latches being coupled 
with a corresponding latch in the first set of latches. Hence, the prior arts of record do not 
anticipate nor render obvious the claimed inventions. Thus, claims 1-29 are allowable over the 
prior arts of record.
